And whereas, tho Provincial Government 
have reserved a tract • f land, known us Dar> 
eev Island, lor ibc purpose aforesaid ; 

Therefore, bo it resolved, Thai the Dominion 
Government be again respectfully urged to 
undertake tho care and innimeimnce of per- 
sons nillict.il with leprosy in Ibis province, 
and lo provide for tliOsO lepers at the earliest 
opportunity, with tbesnine humane considera- 
tion, which prompted the Government to net 
in other portions of thu Dominion in similar 
cuscs. 

Tenders were opened for the grading of 
five lots on Fisgard street, at the Public 
Market.

Storm mill HhipwrerkM, 

LONDON, Nov. 11. — A severe storm is pre- 
vailing off the English coast. A telegram 
from Sandgato near Hythe, says the British 
ship Bicnvcnue, of Glasgow, wns driven 
ashore after a terrible struggle'. Efforts to 
save tho crew resulted in serious loss of 
life. The llythc life bout caps'zed while 
trying to roach the ship-wreck und several 
men were drowned. Seventy-one men arc 
in great danger in the rigging of the Mien- 
venue, and every effort is slill being 
made by the Dover and Sandgate life 
bouts to icscue them. A fair idea of 
the force of the storm can be gained 
from the fact thut the entire .steam- 
boat service between Dover and Calais, 
Boulogne and Folkestone, between British 
ports und Ostend has been suspended in 
spite of the fact that the bouts are accus- 
tomed to face the most severe weather im- 
aginable. At Lowestoft, near Ipswich, 
Suffolk, a fishing .smack which, ufler a long 
and plucky tussie with the storm, was just 
on tl o point of making Lowestott harbor 
when she was suddenly and completely 
overwhelmed by the more than usually 
beavy sens, and foundered in full sight of 
the people, who were unable to be of any 
assistance to the crew. The latter, number- 
ing soven souls, were drowned. The baro- 
meter to-day registered the lowest point 
reached, at leust during 1891. 

The storm extends all over the British 
Isles nnd is increasing in violence. In this 
eiiy the effects are visible in every quarter, 
chimneys fulling .shutters, blinds und signs 
wrenched off to the peril of passers-by, and 
new buildings, half finished, an: wrecked by 
the blast. In Smith London, a huge board- 
ing house fell this morning, injuring many 
persons. Travelling is dongoroUP, and busi- 
ness is partially suspended. The storm in 
the interior is doing great damage. Dis- 
patches from the provinces report that fields 
are Hooded, farms destroyed, ancient trees 
in the parks torn up and barns and rick" 
blown over. In addition to the disnsters at 
Bea. many lives have been lost on hind. 

Later — Twenty-seven men were rescued 
from the Bienvenue, Cipt. Moddin and four 
men perished before the life-savers could 
reach them. Three of the crew of the life- 
saving bout were drowned. At Duugeness 
five ships were stranded, and two seaman 
drowned while trying to teach shore. Five 
of the crew of the life-savers perished while 
trying to rescue the shipwrecked men. 
Numerous other vessels are ashore at other 
points on the coast and it is feared the loss 
of life has been great.

MADRID, Nov. 11.— The Prime Minister, 
Sonor Canovaa del Castillo, had a confer- 
ence to-day with tho Governor of the Rank 
oi Spain, Senor Cosgayon. As a result it 
was decided to take steps to reduce tho pre- 
mium on gold, to improve the position of 
the bank, und to restrict the note issue.

'• We have in our midst the papacy, which 
sometimes assumes u threatening attitude, 
hut its sphere of action is limited to the ex- 
ercise of spirit uul powers, not only by the 
luw, which cannot be lightly contravened, 
but also by the almost unanimous consent 
of those who are themselves most religious.

UiMTEH STATES HARVEST. 

I'otato Crop Not Surpassed in Ten Years- 
Corn Never Excelled. 

Washington City, Nov. 10.— Tho statis- 
tical returns of the department of agricul- 
ture tor noveinber make the crop one of the 
largest in volume, with the rate of yield 
slightly above the average of t?« bushels 
per aero. The condition has not been very 
high at any period of its growth, but it hits 
been quite uniform, without more than 10 
per cent of disabilities from nil causes. 
I'hinting was irregular and luto in muny 
pluces. Frosts made an early threat of dis- 
aster, and then delayed their appearance 
through the entire month of September, 
which was warm, and, forcing out the soft 
corn and shriveling it, stimulated mature 
growths, the result being a well-ripened 
crop, somewhat variable in quality, with a 
in .derate proportion of filled and immature 
ears. Ohio a,, d Iowa and Nebraska, gave 
somewhat better yields than Indiana, Illi- 
nois or Missouri or Kansu«, the lower levclx 
of the great corn belt Bufferiog more from 
threatened drouth than the higher elevu- 
tions. The highest rate of yield, ns esti-

The October condition of potatoes has 
only been equalled once since 1888, and the 
average yield, according to these prelimin- 
ary estimates, lias not been surpassed in the 
pust ten years. It overages '.):>.!) bushel* 
per acre. Hay has made a nourly average 
yield, und is of medium quality. The tobac- 
co product is ubove the average.

Uruguay nnd Bniill. 

Nbw York, Nov. 12.— A special cable- 
gram from Valparaiso, Chili, to the Herald 
says : It is reported here to-night thut a 
number of members of the Brazilian con- 
gress, which dictator de Fonseca only dis- 
solved, have sought an asylum in the differ- 
ent foreign legations in Rio Janeiro.

1. By se lion 98 of Hie Municipal Act, It is 
provided that no municipal council shall have 
power to incur uny liability beyond i be revenue 
lor tlio current year, and that Hie rovonue for 
the use of every council nuh' eleeted shall 
commence with the legal collections from the 
first day of the year in which tho said council 
was elected until tho end of tho year. 

Nevoi theh ss, the Municipal Council ot the 
city of Viet ri i have, in violation of Ihis onact- 
mont. for several years past expendod durii g 
each year Hums hugely in excess of annual in 
come for such ronpectiuhy.

2, Under the provisions of subjection 13'tof 
section ilfl of ibe Municipal Act, the Council 
may pass by laws mil hoi i/.ing I he borrowing of 
such sums as in ly becomo payab e out of the 
annual revenue be'o-o the revenue for the year 
heroines payable by taxpayers, but it Is also 
-provided in the said sub-section that the money 
so bonowod shall be repayable and repaid on 
or In-fore the 31ft in I be calendar year in w liicli 
it is so borrowed, and I hat tho money fo bor- 
rowed shall be a liability payable out of the 
Municipal revenue for tho then current year.

lb) By a by-law passed on the 24th day of 
July. I8S9, the council obtained authority lo 
raise $25,000 to improve and beautify lhe pub- 
lm pleasure grounds Beacon Hill l'ark, etc. 
The money raited under ibis bylaw should 
have been exi ended on pormantnt improve- 
ments, whereas a pnition of il was implied to 
atioh items as "keep of animals" and "band." 
which should have been charged to current 
expenses.

although a by-law was BUbscquontly passed 
ratifying this action of the city officials and 
authorizing an increase of over draft at, the 
bank amounting to I lid sum nf;S. '50,000 in all. 
tho petitioners allege thatsuoh proceedings aro 
in direct violation of Ihu spirit, and provisions 
of tho law.

5. By section i 19 of I lie Municipal Act It is 
provided, thai t o amount of every .Sinking 
Vani in bund shall bo invesfd in Dominion 
or Provincial Oovornrannl securities, or other- 
wise us tho l.loutonuut Governor In council 
maydiroot. Tlio city council has habitually 
allowed such, which at I he end of 18110, aggre- 
gated I he sum Of $13,000. to HO Oil deposit at

no order-In curried allowing of such a dlsposl 
Hon of tho city's Sinking Funds has been 
passed. 

It is of tho greatest importance lo tlio city 
that the Sinking Funds should bo so Invested 
as to bo absolutely safe troui interference, in 
view of tliu heavy overdraft of t Ills year's Coun- 
cil at tho Hank of Iiriiish North Amoiicu, 
amounting at presont to nearly a quarter of a 
million of dollars, and the certainty 1 hill on the 
31st December, fOl, tho Council will bo in de- 
fault to the Hank $125,000 or more, lhe petition- 
ers a lego thai unoer such circumstances the 
said Sinking fund is in danger of being appro- 
priated by the Hank lo the payment of tho 
argo debt owing lo it by this year's Council on 
the Corporations current account. 

It bus been tho custom of incoming Councils 
to take over I ho bank and ol her debts of an out- 
going Council. The pel Itloners submit that a 
new Council is not responsible for debts left Pl- 
an old Ct unoil, unless tho old Council has loll 
tho new Council means lo moot thorn. That a 
Council is limited in its expenditure to the 
amount of the Income of the year, and of such 
loans as it may raise during i's term of 
ofllco. and to lhe amount of such I alances 
of loans as may have been handed over to it by 
tho preceding Council. The petitioners submit 
that the Council for 1892 will not be liable to 
repay the huge amount of ovoi draft which the 
i ouncil of the r resent, year will 1. ave unpaid 
at tho Bank of British North America.

The petitioners siilimil that the conditions 
contain" d in the by-law are such thattho $300, 
000, of debentures cannot bo sold for le.-s than 
$3tJO,000, and. if such agreement has been ma le, 
it is invalid. 

The conlr, i of sewerage works to be vested 
in three commissioners. 

|rt) The petitioner, allege that the Ihreo com- 
missioners appointed lust year have ceased lo 
bo commissioners, that anything they have 
lately done, or are now doing, is therefore il- 
legal. Under subsection 97 of section ill! of the 
Municipal Act. 1891, sowerugo commissioners, 
who' her elected by ratooayi i s or appointid by 
the Cou cil, can bold ofllco for one year only, 
i ho term of one year ol three commissioners 
having expired, and no appointment by by-law, 
or elec ion by the ratepayers, having been 
held, the city is at present without commis- 
sioners, by whom lhe Municipal Act contem- 
plates the sewerage works should be controlled. 

SKWKHAOK CONTRACTS. 

I/O The lender for Doulton's II est -class pipe 
was rejected in favor of a local concern, in 
which i be petitioners believe and allege tho 
fact to be that several aldermen are financially 
Interested. 

Your petitioners also alleeo that a largo nor- 
rentage of the pipes turned out by the local 
com ern are so defective that tin y are unfit to 
bo used in the sowers. Delays in lhe delivery 
of the pipes of tho quality required have hin- 
dered and delay. (1 lhe contractor w ho h is 
claims for extra in consequence. 

The petitioners allege that a searching enquiry 
into e very t hi i« connected with the sewerage 
contracts will be of benefit to the city. 

OHAVKL PITS -THE VALIDITY OK THEIR BALE 
QUESTIONED. 

(a) Tho petitioners respectfully call atten- 
tion to sub-section 72, of section 06, of the .Mu- 
nicipal Act, 1891, which limits the sale of real 
property by tho corporation to "'such real prop- 
erty us mil., not be required for corporate pur- 
poses." 

The gravid pits have supplied the gravel for 
tho streets of tho city for many years past and 
the supply is far from being exhausted. 

VIOLATION'S ol-' CONDITIONS or SALE. 

(6) Section 2 of tho '•Gravel Pita ri de By- 
Law" authorized the city assessor to sell by 
public auction. The lots were advertized to be 
sold by thoo.ty assessor, but, in consequence of 
a proposition to sell from Air. Joshua 
Davles t he Council, by resolution, instructed 
Mr. Joshua Davits to sell said lots. 

Section 3 of the by-law requires that tho con- 
sideration for tho sal- of the wild lands shall be 
either in money or re d property. Tne said 
lands were sold partly for mono' and partly on 
long time. 

Section I of the by law requires that the 
money to arise from such a sale or sail s shall 
he wholly devoted and expended in and about 
the improvement of the slreets of tho city of 
Victoria. 

The Council entered Into an agreement with 
the said Joshua Davies Unit live per cent, of 
the proceeds of such a sale should be paid to 
Lhe Provincial Jubilee Hospitil 

The petitioners submit Hint, these violations 
of the 0} -law invalidate tho solo of lhe Gravel 
Pits. 

THE PROCEEDS OK THE HALF. MIS-APPLIED. 

(c) In the City Auditor's report of the 7th 
October. 1891, in tho estimated receipts for 
October, November and December appears, 
" Sale of Gravel Pits, $20,000 " 

in estimated expenditure for the same period 
this sum of $20,000 from tlio sale of tlio giavel 
pils for street Improvements docs not appear, 
and tho petitioners nUego that the Council do 
not Iniond to expend the proceeds in the man- 
ner denned in the by-law. This view of the 
Council's action is confirmed by its proceedings 
at a recent meeting bi.co tho sale. As re- 
ported in Lho daily papers, seventeen out of 
twen y-soveu men employed upon street work 
were ordered to be discharged on the ground 
that the Council had no money for street work, 
all hough it has received a portion of tho pro- 
ceeds of tho solo Of tho gravel pits. With ten 
men only employed this expenditure on stieets 
cannot oxcee ' 5750 per month, or to the end ot 
tile year. §1, a00. whereas the gravel pils sold 
for over $23,000. 

From the statement of the Auditor of 7th 
October.ilaiqiearstli.il Ibis sum (or his es I- 
inal.es of it prior to sale. $20,000) is being ap- 
plied in paying oil' ol 1 debts in tend of tho 
lhe specific purpose defined in I be by-law. 
ATTEMPT TO ILLEGALLY DIVERT LOAN MONEYS. 

8. The petitioners believe and allege the lac 
to be. thai, in several instances I ho Council have 
expended sums oi money, in anticipation ol 
Ibe authorization of loans for lhe samu : hut. it 
is impossible lo truce particular instances in 
the condensed BUiimury of expondlturo pub- 
lished annually, as no dales are given. 

The following circumstance shows t be dispo- 
sition of the Council to act in an Improper 
manner : 

In the year 1888, a Hum of about §3 ,000 was 
raised for the construe ion o: the Johnson 
streei sower. The auditor's report, for tho 
year 1800, shews I bat in addition lo Ibis, a sum 
of $7,675.22 was taki n from the current rovo- 
nuo and also expended in the same work. To 
meet Ibis deficit the report stales that applica- 
tion has been made to ibe Uowerogo Commis- 
sioners loi a rofund of tho amount, but, so far, 
wit bout success. Tho petitioners allege that, 
inasmuch us tho funds at the disposal of the 
{Sewerage Commltslonors, have been raised 
especially for the purpose ol cnrryll g out the 
Hering BJStem, which is entirely Boparato 
from t lie Johnson street .scheme, lho Council 
bad no right lo apply lo the Sewerage Commis- 
sioners for such refund. 

RECKLESS CONDUCT OK MUNICIPAL. AFFAIRS 
DURING kill. 
The by-law of the Council, No. I'M (February. 
1801,1 authorized an expenditure of $235,417! 

based on an estimated revenue of the same 

amount, in which the real estate tax is put nt 
$125,000, 

Tho expenditure up to tho 31st September, 

1801, has amounted to $239,i'35 62, which is mum 
i ban the by-Uw authorized for tho whole year. 

Tho petitioners allege that much of this ex- 
pondituro is unauthorized by lho estimates. 

The auditors estimate of revenue and expen- 
diture for October, November and December, 
1801, is:

The pel il lone, s allege that the above osti- 
in lie of receipts is inacciiralo, since It Includes 
iisuinol Sil.OOO, proceeds of the sale of tho 
gravol pits, which sum under tho forms of tho 
by-law must bu du voted exclusively to tho 
streoi Improvements. Tho petitioners nlso al- 
lege that ill accordance with lho experience of 
former years, at hast $25,000 of the real estate 
tax will remain uncollected at the end of tho 
year. 

These sums should bo added to tho auditor's 
estimate ol shortage giving tho following re- 
sult:

10. Tho expenditure for the now market has 
been very great a d the Petitioners request, 
that Inquiry be made into tho particulars of 
the purchase of tho land and the construction 
of I be building that the council be called upon 
to produce the dlfforont tenders together with 
tho plans and specilleations re .pectively re- 
ceived for the building ; and for the brick and 
carpenter work, etc. Tho expense has been 
very heavy and there seems to be a very small 
prospect of reimbursement to the laxpayeis. 

The petitioners allege that on the market 
building loan the Council are paying a higher 
rate of interest I ban the by-law authorizes. 
WATER WORKS. 

From the meagre accounts published, and 
tho niud"lod way in which tho waterworks 
accounts have been kept in pas' years, exact, 
flguroscanuot be arrived at; but the petitioners 
allege that the Corporation lias taken at. loa«t 
$150,Oj0 of water winks income and n|. plied II to 
revenue purpose. Had this large sum In en 
applied to needed extensions of tho water 
works Instead of, year after year, going into 
Corpora ioncurronl revenue, loans, from time 
lo time, raised for water works purposes, on 
Ibe security of extra rales upon properly, 
would b vo boon unnecessary, and the real 
estate tax would have been less burdensome 
than il is at present. More money has been 
wasteful!)- spent on the water works than on 
any other Corporal ion public work. As an In- 
stance of this, a costlv, bin Inc mplote. reser- 
voir, which nbsorbod a huge poition of one 
of tho water works lo ins bus recently b en ob- 
literated ami turned in' o I be road way uf Pan- 
dora street extension.

An Elephant That Could Cni.nl 

and Wool. I Stand No Deduction. 

Arthur Cltiy sends to the London Spec- 
tator the following instance of tho (sa- 
gacity of the elephant. It was told me. 
lie says, by Mr. Quay — at the time u non- 
commissioned oliic-er in the First Imt- 
tnlein "f the Sixtieth rifles, hut imw one 
of her majesty's yeomen of the guard. 
In 1833 his regiment was marching from 
Peshawur to ICopulvie, and cms accom- 
panied by a train of elephants. It Wie- 
the duly of the mahout in charge of 
each elephant to prepare twenty eh up- 
atties, or flat cakes made of conrse (lour, 
[or his charge. When the twenty chup- 
attics were ready they were placed be- 
fore the elephant, who during the pro- 
cess of counting never uttemptetl to 
touch one of them until the lull number 
was completed. <di the occasion related 

by Mr. Quuy oi ( the elephants had 

seizetl the opportunity of his mahout's 
attention being distracted for a moment 
to steal and swallow one of the chupnt- 
ties. When tho mahont, having finished 
the preparation, began to count them 
out, he uf course discovered the theft 
and presented his charge with nineteen 
in place of the usual number. The ele- 
phant Instantly a ppreeiatcd tho fact of 
there being one less than In- had n right 
to expect, and refused to touch thorn, 
expressing his indignation by loud 
trumpet in;:s. This brought the mui- 
ductor uf the elephant line (with \\ hom 
Mr. Quay had been in conversation) on 
t he scene. Havi.ig heard the explana- 
tion of the mahout, tho conductor de- 
cided that tho mahout was in fault for 
not keeping a better lookout, and or- 
dered him to provide the twentieth cake 
at his own cost. When this was pre- 
pared and added to the pile the elephant 
at once accepted and at« them.

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HARPER VS. CAMERON. 



The Case Concluded After » Hearing: 
of Eleven Kays— His Loi'd- 
Bliiu's LlllLlffe. 



Verdict for Plaintiff Harper- 
— Jury Almost Unanimous 
Two Dissentients. 



-The 



The hearing of this long and tedious case 
concluded, yesterday evening, when, at 
6:45, a verdict was brought in for the plain- 
tiff. The court, as usuul had been in ses- 
sion from 10 a.m., when 

Hon. A. N. Richards resumed his ad- 
dress. He said the evidence showed clearly 
that at the time the contract was entered 
into between Harper and Cameron, Harper 
was practically insane. He did not know 
what he was doing ; Cameron must have 
been aware of the fact, und, with this 
knowledge, induced the plaintiff to enter 
into one of the most unbusiness like trans- 
actions on record. 

The court adjourned for a couple of 
hours, re assembling at '2 o'clock. 

His Lordship Bummed up the evidence 
briefly. The case, lib said, laid been a lung 
and tedious one; hut, the jury hud given it 
their best attention throughout— had been 
more attentive to a case so long than any 
jury he had had the pleasure of addressing. 
He cautioned thun to dismiss from their 
minds anything tiny might have heard out- 
side or read in the newspapers touching the 
case. They were to he the judges oi the 
ease, not His Lordship, but, if he could as- 
sist them in any way in arriving at a de- 
cision, he would be most happy 
to do so. However, they were 
to be the judges of the evidence, 
and they were to be responsible for the ver- 
dict. He would give them the law of the 
case, and what was deserved was an honest, 
impartial anil, if they could get at it, a 
complete verdict. It had been stated by 
counsel, and, with some truth, that this was 
the first time this matter had been tried on 
its merits, There had been another appli- 
cation made with regard to it which be con- 
sidered absurd. It was simply saying, 
" Believe me, I am of unsound mind and 
don't know what I am doing." No court 
in Christendom would act on such a state- 
ment. On the second day before the trial 
his lordship had seen the pleadings and then 
he saw the folly of the ({rounds on which 
plaintiff was proceeding. These proceed- 
ings were set in order by another Judge, 
not by His Lordship. He desired that the 
jury should weigh the evidence carefully, 
and, upon the evidence, give their verdict. 
They hud been told about the " conse- 
quences " of their verdict, and he would tell 
them to do their duty regardless of conse- 
quences. The consequences would be looked 
alter by others. There were certain legal 
points connect! d with the case which might 
or might not arise, but the jury need not 
trouble themselves about them. They had 
just two main points to consider — tw o points 
which might be embraced in one. The first 
was whether Harper, at the time ho entered 
into the contract with Cameron— the date 
of the issuance of the $50,000 note— was of 
unsound mine, or mentally incapable of 
understanding the nature of the contract; 
and, secondly, whether Cameron, at the 
time, knew him to be of unsound mind. 
In the latter case fraud was implied. Now 
fraud was u. charge which should be very 
clearly proved, and proved by the plaintiff 
If the jury came to the conclusion that 
Harper, at the time of entering into the 
contract, was inc ipable of understanding it 
thoroughly, by reason of unsoundness of 
mind, and that Cameron knew this, then 
their verdict must be for the plaintiff. If 
incapacity was proven, but Cameron did 
not know of it, and the transaction was a 
fair and honest one, then the verdict 
should he for the defendant. They might 
expect from him some definition as to what 
would constitute insanity or unsoundness 
of mind. Medical men described it in 
many ways, and by many technical phrases; 
but it might be thus plainly put ; Insanity 
or unsoundness of mind, was defective 
reason, consisting in its total or 
partial absence, or to perturbation 
— that is disturbance. In arriving at their 
decision in the matter it would be well for 
the jury, to, consider what were Harper's 
habits and modes of life before the accident 
which befell him, as well its idter the acci- 
dent. Was he bef 01 e it a shrewd man of 
business, reticent and reserved, cleanly in 
his habits und person, and decent in his 
behavior'.' Did he diiuk freely before the 
accident, or after it? All these points 
should he carefully considered in arriving at 
a decision as to the effects of the accident 
upon him mentally. The whole evidence 
having been so carefully and fully reviewed 
by counsel on both sides, and the jury 
having listened to it so attentiv. ly for the 
past ten or eleven days, his lordship did 
not consider it necessary for him to again 
go over the ground. They would, of course, 
follow closely the medical testimony of the 
men who attended Harper professionally 
before the accident, at the accident and 
after the accident, and observe the fact 
that the plaintiff was not subjected to any 
personal medical examination during the 
trial. This, of course, might have been 
difficult, us opportunities might not have 
been afforded. As to the letters .submitted, 
his lordship pointed out that it was unfor- 
tunate that the statements made in these 
documents were not corroborated or dis- 
proved by evidence. They would not lie 
evidence of sanity if there was no truth 
in them. Among the documents the most 
important ones were missing — the applica- 
tion for the lease, and the lease itself, its 
terms and value. With regard to the 
value of the property, the jury would weigh 
well the evidence, and arrive at u decision. 
They should also consider the reasonable- 
ness or unreasonableness of the contract — 
wdiether it was one that a man in ihe pro- 
fession of his senses would enter into. One 
of the learned counsel had warned them 
Bgainst introducing a new disease 
into the body politic — suggesting 
that their verdict might have the effect of 
compelling men entering into contracts to 
weigh well the sanity of the parties, but he 
(the learned judge) did not think the jury 
n ed have any apprehension on this point. 
The more men examined into their dealings 
a id considered uncertain points, the fewer 
mistakes would occur, and things would 
result more satisfactorily— the ends of 
justice would be better served, for there 
was no sympathy in law. 

The jury retired, und, after an absence of 
an hour und three-quarters, announced that 
they hud arrived at a v»rdiet. 

The Court Registrar put the usual ques- 
tion, " What say you, gentlemen V" 

The Foreman — " Wo find a verdict for 
the plaintiff on the two questions submitted 
by your lordship. Wo find that the plain- 
till' at the time he gave the promissory note 
was of unsound mind ; and that Cameron 
did not know at that time that Harper was 
of unsound mind," 

His Loidsbip— I cannot take that as a 
verdict for the plaintiff.

BEURING SKA CASES. 

The Hlirn Contracting Parties to Accept as 
Conclusive the Decisions of the Arbi- 
trators. 

Washi.mston, D. C, Nov. II.— The in- 
ference drawn from the developments of 
yesterday, including the statement made by 
the attorney general is that the president 
will submit to the .Senate an agreement in 
the nature of a treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, by which the par- 
ties bind themselves to accept as final and 
conclusive the definition to be given by the 
arbitrators of the extra rights of the United 
States in the Hehring Sea, as well as to pay 
any awards of damages suffered by the 
nation declared to have the true contention. 
It is also presumed the arbitrators have 
been selected, but none of the officials aeon 
would discuss the details of the agreement, 
doubtless for the reason that it lias to be 
submitted to the Senate for ratifica- 
tion, mid therefore comes under 
the executive session rules of 
the Senate, which require secrecy to be 
observed This case, as is well known, 
arises out of the seizure of the Canadian 
sealer VV. If. Sayward in Hehring sea for an. 
alleged violation of the Act of congress 
m iking it a penalty to catch seals within 
the waters of Behring sea. The vessel was 
libeled under the admiralty laws of the 
United States, and after a trial the United 
States District Court of Alaska declared 
the forfeiture of the vessel. Tho case was 
then taken to the U. S. Supremo Court on 
motion for a writ of prohibition to stop the 
Alaska court from taking measures to en- 
force the decree, the ground for tho motion 
being the contention that the court hud no 
jurisdiction to try the offense, for the reason 
that it was committed more thun three miles 
from shore, and therefore under the law of 
nations without the jurisdiction of tho 
United States. By this method it is sought, 
to secure an opinion from the court on the 
question, which has been for a long time in. 
controversy between the United States and 
Great Britain, as to the right of the teal 
fisherii s of Bebring sea. The opening skir- 
mish resulted in favor of Great Britain, the 
court deciding against the preliminary pie* 
by the United States that the Supreme 
Court could not entertain even a motion for 
leave to tile a petition for a writ of prohibi- 
tion.

There ate, happily, few such ignoble 
creatures as these in tho world. The 
greater number of our fellow beings, even 
those who appear to be the most depraved, 
ure grateful for favors granted in the right 
way and with the right spirit. There are 
few of us who have not a vivid remembrance 
of ti kind act clone years and years ago. The 
giver may have forgotten all about the help 
ho extended or the pleasure he gave, but 
the memory of his kindness is as fresh and 
iia moving in the heart of the receiver aH if 
She kindness wire done only yesterday.

WOH KING WELL. 

Those who think that it is the tault of the 
school law that Behool affairs in .his city 
aie in such a muddle will bo convinced that 
they are mistaken when they seo how well 
r,he same school law works in the other cities 
of the province. The Vancouver World, com- 
menting on- the exhibition which some mem- 
bers of the Victoria Board of Trustees have 
lately been making of themselves, shows 
clearly that the difficulties that have 
caused the trouble here are of the Trustees' 
own making. Tim World hears strong 
testimony in favor of tlio law. It says :— 
" Wespeak with authority for Vancouver, 
whose educational interests never seem to 
have been on a better footing than they are 
■ A nvr. , , . The legislation of last year 
would seem to have had the effect ( f creat- 
ing a stronger feeling of union, and to have 
nhunced tlio benefits which accrue from a 
ipular system of free education. Whereas 
ire there were bickerings aud quarrell- 
now there is peace, all apparently 
d with an honest desire to conserve 
best of their abilities the 
ntrusted to them. The same may 
even, in a larger degree, of New 
er ami Nanuimo, where the 
■eiug maintained in tin efficient 
nony reigns throughout. Only

have acted with an utter disregard for that 
decency which prevails among mou of 
ordinary common senso. " The members of 
the Hoard who are trying to have the 
Chairman dismissed for having respect for 
the law and for doing what was plainly his 
duty, are a minority of the Board, and it is 
because that they are a minority, and can- 
not have eve'y liing their own way, thai, they 
appeal to the City Council to dismiss ub 
faithful, ns efficient a school trustee, and 
as good and as judicious a friend of educa- 
tion as is to be found within tho city's 
bounds. 

THE EAST AFRICAN RAILROAD. 

Tho condition of Eastern Africa still con- 
tinues to occupy much of the attention of 
the people of Great Britain. The religious 
people are concerned for the fate of the eon- 
verts to Christianity who have been made 
in Uganda by devoted and self-deny ing mis- 
sionaries. Humanitarians shudder at the 
idia of the helpless people of th it region 
being left to the tender mercies of the Arab 
slave traders, whose met ho. Is are unspeak- 
ably cruel. Commercial men sec in Uganda 
a splendid field for the exercise of British 
enterprise. All that is needed to protect 
the defenceless native Christians, to effectu- 
ally check this inhuman slave trade, and to 
open up tlio country '<> the enterprise of 
British met chants and manufacturers, is a 
railroad, which can bo built without any 
very great difficulty or any unusual ex- 
pense. The necessity of this railway is 
vividly shown in the following extract from 
a letter in ihe Times by A. li Ken, ball, one 
of the directors of the British East Africa 
Company : 

" The paralyzing element of the situation 
very largely consists as affecting the com- 
pany's continued occupation of Uganda in 
the difficulty of trnnspi rt, restricted as it 
is to human porterage, and costing i' - J(IO 
per ton tor carriage ftom the coast, to the 
lake district. Thus, important traMe is 
rentlen d impossible, owing not only to the 
prohibitory cost of transport, but to its 
very limited capacity; 1,000 men could only 
carry -oO tons at a cost of £50,000, and 
would take four months for the journey.' 

The following is what Mr. Kemball says 
about the nature and objects of the East 
Africa 'Company ;— 

" To remove a misapprehension which 
seems to have pained currency, I may pro 
inise in a seuter.ee that the Imperial East 
Africa Company is not primarily a trading 
company, nor has hitherto engaged in trade, 
while by its very constitution it is barred 
from monopoly in trade. It is a governing 
corporation engaged in the work of develop- 
ment and opening a way for British traders, 
whose advent it would most cordially wel- 
come." 

We rind that the company has jurisdic- 
tion over the country lying between Lake 
Nyanza and the sea. It has a coast line of 
400 miles, and extends from S00 to 1,000 
miles from the ocean. There are 
excellent harbors on this coast line, two of 
which ure Mombasa and Manila Kay, which 
aro regarded as the best on the w hole line 
of coast from Delagoa Bay to the Red Sea. 



tees over the teachers absolute. Teachers 
are responsible to tho Department of educa- 
tion for the way in which they perform their 
professional duties, and Inspectors are ap- 
pointed to see that it is done well and 
according to the rules and regulations of the 
Department. It was the government of 
Ontario, wo observe, and not the Trustees, 
who were held responsible for the way in 
which the French schools were conducted. 
And if the Trustees should have control 
over thn teachers in tho internal manage- 
ment of the schools they should surely have 
power to decide what language they should 
use in the schools. 

The British Columbia system, like all 
other systems that we are acquainted with, 
places the professional work of the schools 
under the management and the superintend- 
ence of professional teachers. This is as it 
should be. If the schools were, in their in- 
ternal management, at the mercy of trus- 
tees who often know as much about school 
teaching as they do about watch-making, the 
schools of this city would soon be in a stato 
of hopeless confusion. 

We have ah >wn that nominated Boards 
of 'Trustees work well. They, in oar 
opinion, are likely to be moro efficient than 
elected boards. The Corporation and thu 
Government have the whole community to 
choose from, and they are, we submit, 
more likely to choose better men than can 
be obtained by popular election. For a 
representative body to choose an official for 
a particular work is really no infi ingement 
on the power of the people. The Corpora- 
tion, the other day, chose a Police Magis- 
trate. It nominated the City Cleik, and 
will, we hope, soon be required to choose a 
cily head engineer No one complains that 
the citv. ns are robbed of any powers that 
they ought to possess aud that they could 
judiciously and effectively exercise, because 
the men who are responsible to them an 
authorized to appoint these and oilie 
officials. And is their being empowered to 
appoint fit and proper nun to perform the 
duties of school trustees any greater en 
croachment on their rights as citizens than 
having the power to appoint other oflioiulsl 
Wo think tiot. Our conteinporaty should 
enquire into the working of the different 
school sj stems before it condemns the one 
in operation in this province.

THEORY NOT PRACTICE. 

The Times will, no doubt, admit that some- 
times theory and practice are completely at 
variance with each other. Frequently 
what appears very good in theory turns out 
to be very bad w hen it is attempted to carry 
it out into practice; and now and again 
what the theorists denounce as unscientific 
and absurd, when tried works fairly well, 
even under very unpromising circumstances. 
Tho system of nominative Boards of Trus- 
tees is a case in point. Our contemporary 
positively asserts that Boards appointed 
partly by the municipality and partly by 
Government are " inharmonious " and there- 
fore unworkable. Boards so constituted 
have been at work many years in the cities 
of the Maritime Provinces, and there has 
not been, as far as wo know, a single dead- 
lock in any ono of them. The Boards be- 
ing for the most part composed of sensible 
and practical men, who have the interests of 
tho schools at heart, do their work well and 
never come into collision with the Govern- 
ment. So far are tho nominees of. the Gov- 
ernment from being the mere creatures of 
the Department of Education, that De- 
partment is much moro frequently guided 
by their advice in city school matters than 
tbey aro required to act upon the sugges- 
tion of the Government. They aro prac- 
tically, ami, we believe, are intended, 
to be, us regards the Government, an utl- 
isory body, as well as an administrative 
one. Practically, thcro is really no dis- 
tinction between Government appointees 
and Corporation appointees. Not one 
citizen out of a hundred can tell off-hand 
what trustees are nominees of tho Govern- 
ment and what appointed by the Munici- 
pality. And this will bo the case in this 
province very soon when the trustees go to 
work in earnest and think less about them- 
selves and a very great deal more about the 

schools. 

Our contemporary again regards it. as 
absurd " to hnvo a board to direct school 
affairs and attempt to withhold from it all 
jurisdiction over tho internal management 
of the schools." Sere again the practice 
in the Maritime Provinces, which produces 
excellent results, is wdiat our contemporary 
condemns as absurd. There the Depart- 
ment has control of what may be called the 
professional part of the system. It pre- 
scribes the books to bo used, it marks out 
tho course of study, it defines tho different 
grades, it attends to tho grading, and it 
regulates tho promotion of the pupils. All 
this is work which the Trustees, who, as a 
rule, are not professional teachers, aro only 
too glad to get clear of. They havo quito 
enough to do without attending to the in- 
ternal management of the schools. In fact, 
many of them complain that the work of 
trustee iB a heavy tax on their time. And 
so it is. 

In the matter of jurisdiction over teach- 
ers what tho Times complains of obtains in 
other parts of tho Dominion. Nowhere 
that we know of ia the authority of the Trus-

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REMINISCENCES. 



Some Interesting Biographies of In- 
mates of the Old Folks' 
Home. 



Tales of Pioneers Who Came to Vic- 
toria in the Early 
Fifties. 



It is invariably pleasant to old residents 
to have the scenes of their curlier life re- 
called to memory, and it is no less interest- 
ing, us a general rule, to new comers to hear 
of how the world went in those days, back 
in the past, when, instead of a handsome, 
modern city in this southeastern corner of 
Vancouver Island, there was heavy bush 
and savage country, populated by Indian 
tribes and characterized by stillness and 
solitude, unbroken by any gleam of civiliza- 
tion. 

At the Old Folks' Home there are men 
who came to this country nearly forty years 
a^o from all parts of the world, and some 
of them have talcs of the old times and the 
old comrades, who are now dead, that hold 
the listeners spellbound as long as they like 
to talk. Three or four especially have an 
innumerable number of unetcodea and 
reminiscences, and with these a Colonist 
reporter spent a couple of hours, yesterday 
afternoon. 

William Kaby, aged lit), is an old veteran, 
Blinking and weatherbeaten, bearing ou his 
face evidence of the trials he has passed 
through during a rough life. In 18,").") he 
left the East India Docks in the ship Mar- 
quis of Bute, for Hoyul Roads, via the 
Sandwich Islands. On board the vessel 
with him as passengers, who were also 
going to try their fortunes in the new 
country, were Messrs. Chapman, Flett and 
Smith, with their families, and Bishop and 
Mrs. Cridge. After a long, uneventful 
voyage of seven months, they landed near 
Macuulay'a Point, and Kaby started into 
work at any trade that turned Up. During 
the first two years he was a watchman, car- 
penter, cobbler, painter, butcher, store- 
keeper, gravedigger and assistant 
to missionaries, and for 10 yearn, 
as he himself describes it, he " was a job- 
bin' all round the country, getting my 
hands in more trades in a week than I had 
lingers and toes. " Then for two years he 
tended and herded sheep near Saaniuh, for 
J. F, Thomas, a farmer there, and, when he 
left that occupation, continued to try his 
hand at innumerable callings, gradually 
losing his health, and drifting downwards 
as wages decreased and as population be- 
came more numerous, until he reached 
almost absolute penury. Then 10 years ago 
a very hard struggle for life began, and, 
pushed out of work everywhere by younger 
and more skillful men, he was forced to let 
the crowd go by and look for the barest 
Climbs of employment. Lately, seeing that 
his case was a most deserving one, and that 
Raby had always been a hardworking, 
honest man, the doors of the Old Folks 
Home were opened to him, and he gladly 
accepted the hospitality of the city. 

James Sewell, who lias long since turned 
the corner of three score and ten, is a man 
well-known in this cby, having been, up to 
very lately, employed nere regularly in the 
Arcade bakery. He left Woolwich in the 
bunpie Norman Morrison in 1852, and 
readied Esquitnalt five months afterwards, 
the vessel anchoring under the bows of 
H. M. Frigate Thetis, and causing a ripple 
of excitement among the naval officers and 
men, for whom she had, in addition to a 
large amount of mail, several outfits and a 
good many stores. Sewell left England 
under a live years' engagement as bead 
baker to the Hudson's Bay company, and, 
on arrival at the Fort, he at once started 
work, and for the hist time in 
the history of the country the 
officials of the company tasted well 
made bread. The only two ovens in the 
place were added to and built on, and the 
bakehouse which was inside the fort stock- 
ade stood where the Five Sisters' block is 
now Hearing completion. The Fert garden 
occupied the ground now taken up by the 
Brown Jug saloon, and the big palisade 
gate swung just where the grocery of li. 
Gordon stands to-day. Baking bread for 
all the servants of the EL 11. company, and 
turning batches out to their satisfaction, 
was, with the limited appliances at hand, 
quite a big feat, and Sewell says that some- 
times be was raked over the coals fearfully. 
His stipend was £51 per annum, and, seeing 
that out of this be hail to ke ep a wife and 
family, he saved very little until he man- 
aged to buy a gun. Then they lived on 
venison and grouse, and Boon had quite a 
" pile " taved up. With this he purcl) ised 
the half acre lot on which the Occidental 
hotel now stands, the purchase price being 
S 150. At the end of bis contract with the 
company he left the service and started in 
baking on his own account, at a little 
l place still standing on Store street, 
behind the Indian camp. 1' if teen years ago 
lie sold his property for $6,500 and went to 
California, where lie lived for three years, 
returning to Victoria and going into the old 
busi ess, in which he continued until a few 
weeks ago, when his strength completely 
failed him and lie entered the Old Folks' 
Home, in 1871 he had §50,000, and he says 
that it went quite as easily us it came. 

The most interesting inmate of the Home 
is George Hughes, 08 years old, but in all 
but age just as much a boy as he was fifty 
yearn ago when he enlisted as a chipper 
young bugler in Her Majesty's marines, and 
was dratted one summer morning in 1841 
aboard the frigate Argus, bound for Jamaica. 
The .ship Btayed, without being released, in 
the Went Indies lor . nine years, and then 
was ►ent roaming the seas on the look out 
for Russians. Hughes was in the thick 
of three naval engagements, and on 
being transferred to H.M.S. Tribune at 
Hongkong took part in the bombardment 
and capture of Canton by the combined 
French ami English Heels. The Tri- 
bune, being nearest the river bank on the 
Canton side, her men were the first ashore, 
and Hughes was one of the three directly 
behini the lieutenant, that led them over 
the walls of the city after a at i IT light out- 
side. On the arrival of the Tribune here 
in 1859, her marines were landed at San 
Juan, and they lived there for two yearswith 
the United States soldiers facing them. In 
1881, Hughes, witii about 85 others, de- 
cided to quit the service. After some 
trouble they succeeded in escaping in canoes 
to the United States, uftor an exciting 
chase, and the whole of them worked in a 
coal mine at Whatcom, for a year. Then 
Hughes came over to Victoria again, and 
started landscape gardening, and the rais- 
ing of Hours. In this work he was engaged 
for 'MS years. Then gradually drifting 
down he found himself old and poor, and 
gladly took the advantage of the opportu- 
nity to enter his present home.

O'BRIEN WRITES A LETTER. 

He Denounces Redmond and Harrington anil 
Deulis that Parnell'a Withdrawal was 
to ben Sham. 

DlIliLlS, Nov. 11.— William O'Brien has 
published a long letter in the Freeman's 
Journal, denouncing the conduct of Red- 
mond and Harrington In trying to deceive 
the Irish public, by pretending, on the 
strength of their hope that he had lost Dar- 
nell's letter, that it disclosed treachery to- 
wtird Darnell and their Liberal allies. 
O'Brien now reproduces the letter, together 
with his own reply, the only letter he wrote 
to Darnell il tiring tite Boulogne negotiations 
not yet published. Parnell'a letter to O'Brien 
suggests that McCarthy interview Gladstone 
and get a written memorandum embodying 
the assurances already given us to land and 
police, and transfer it to the custody of 
O'Brien ; that, if the memorandum was sat- 
isfactory to both Darnell and O'Brien the 
former would announce his retirement from 
the chairmanship ; that the terms of the 
memorandum should not he disclosed until 
a home rule bill was introduced, and not 
then unless the bill was unsatisfactory, but 
after the passage of a satisf ictory lull Dir- 
ndl should be permitted to publish the 
memorandum, Instead of a two 
years' limit within which the constabulary 
should be disarmed and converted into a 
civil force, Dirnoll agreed that the time 
might be extended to live years, hut said it 
was of vital importance that some limit 
should be fixed. The letter, in conclusion, 
gives O'Brien permission to show it to Red- 
mond's brother and Gill. O'Brien says that 
on receiving this letter he telegraphed it to 
Mr. Harrington, who replied that Darnell's 
proposals were subject to O'Brien accepting 
the chairmanship. At the same tune 
O'Brien wrote to Darnell that the proposals 
were feasible provided McCarthy continued 
as chairman, otherwise as the Hawardeii 
plans involved the employment of McCarthy 
in a painful transaction they would raise a 
formidable difficulty, O'Brien concludes 
with the expression of the belief mat they 
would be able to devise some other equally 
satisfactory plan. In a postscript he says 
he consulted Redmond and Gill, and agreed 
that when they met next May they would 
he able to arrange u modui nivendi. O'Brien 
contends that the correspondence disposes of 
the plea that Parnell's retirement was to h< 
a sham, and 'hat be was to have the right o; 
veto in connection with home rule. 



CABLEGRAMS CONDENSED. 



The trouble between the French glass 
blowers ami their employers, which arose a 
mouth ago over a question of time and 
wages, has been settled hy compromise. 

La Furguo, the Socialist elected a. deputy 
from Lillie, France, has been liberattd 
from prison. It is reported that the cabinet 
is inclined to grunt general amnesty. 

A tire broke out, yesterday, in the mili- 
tary barracks ut Macon, in the department 
of Seine et Loire, and 2,000 ritl.-s were ren- 
dered entirely useless and large quantities 
of military stores consumed. 

On Tuesday, while some keepers were 
walking along the shores of Lale Nuas, 
they saw something in the water, and, pro- 
curing implements, dragged u body ashore. 
Upon landing it was found to he that of 
Rose Lawler, youngest sister of Lord Clon- 
curry. The family was immediately noti- 
fied. It is a matter of conjecture as lo how 
the unfortunate lady met lier death. 

The Rev. Samuel Cotton, rector of 
Curragh, Kildare, recently charged with 
criminal negligence ami ill-treatment of 
children in the Curragh orphanage, has 
been arrested for hamicide, in having 
caused the death of a child by placing it 
in a cold bath and leaving it in the open 
air all night, covered only with a sack. The 
child was found dead in the morning; the 
sack being frozen to its hotly. 

Though the Czar celebrated his silver 
wedding, at Livadia, in an extremely quiet 
manner, the occasion being marked by no 
state festivities of any description, the 
event was the occasion ot much hearty 
comment and congratulation throughout 
the empire. 

So far as is known all ^the Berlin banks 
have survived the run upon them. The 
greatest run was upon F. W. Krause, in 
Leipsieger str,isse, everybody being paid. 
Early in the af ternoon the police bud to 
regulate the crowd at some of the hanks. 
The Kaiser ordered hourly reports to be 
made to him, and at the latest accounts 
was debating whether he should summon 
the council to decide if a general financial 
inquiry was desirable and needful. All 
demands were met, and the feeling is now 
quiet i r. 

Further details regal ding the Indian cy- 
clone show that the damage done was very 
extensive. Besides a loss of 77 lives occa- 
sioned by the sinking of the Indian govern- 
ment steamer Enterprise, which foundered 
at Andaman Islands, killing (10 convicts, 
there has been a large loss ot life at other 
places. Adviccsfroin other parts of Crisua, 
a province of Bengal, slate that the cyclone 
cleared a path through the forests, uproot- 
ing gigantic tri es and hurling them aside uh 
though they were reeds. The wind ulsodid 
much dam age below Calcutta, on the east 
hank of the Iloogly river, the westernmost 
branch of the Ganges, The Hi ogly river 
empties into the Bay of Bengal through a 
number of mouths. A large number of ves- 
sels were at anchor at, the mouths of t.'ie 
Hoogly river in such a position that when 
the gale suddenly burst it was impossible to 
save many of them, Numbers dragged their 
anchors and were cast ashore, and others 
were damaged by the pounding received by 
the enormous seas which accompanied the 
storm. No estimate can yet be made of the 
total loss of life, hut it will he very huge.

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A RACE OF WILD DOGS.

Thu Animals Sattl to Have Frequented n 
Cortulu Locality for Twenty-Five Your' 
—Some or Their Queer Char- 
acteristics, 

r The discovery bus recently been 
made that ;i species of wild dogs exists 
in this country ! writes a Eureka Springs 
(Ark.) correspondent of tho St. Louis 
Globc-Dcmocrut. The fact that they 
have been here for more than a quarter 
Of a century has been known to some 
of the old citizens, who seem to have 
thought the matter of small impor- 
tance, and consequently a valuable con- 
tribution to science and history is .yet 
to l>e published. Mr. Jacob Evcrman, 
a citizen of this town, is the first man 
to investigate the matter and establish 
the fact that these dogs are unlike any 
breed of dogs known in this country. 
Everman is an old woodsman and hunt- 
er and keeps a pock of as fine fox- 
hounds .as ever "gave music to tile 
hunter's horn." One morning recently 
he went into the woods alone, and his 
dogs not scenting a trail in the lo- 
cality when' foxes have always seemed 
s.> plentiful, he extended the hunt sev- 
eral miles further into the mountains 
than usual. When he reached the 
headwaters of dirty, in what is known 
us Panther canyon, he heard the dogs 
baying at something in the distance, 
and. hurrying up to them, at the root of 
a li^rge Idacli oak tree he saw what he 
supposed lo be n Mack wolf snarling and 
snapping at them furiously, but us 
soon us it saw him it wheeled and ran 
off at (rreat speed. He discovered that 
it was not a wolf, hut a dog of some 
kind, lie hissed and urged the dogs to 
give it chase, and they started in pur- 
suit, hut, he thought, rather reluctant- 
ly, and returned after following :i short 
distance. Looking into the hollow of 
the tree, he found four small pups, 
probably about two weeks old. which 
the mother had been defending so sav- 
agely. 

Having no means of taking them 
with him. he returned the next day 
prepared to carry them home, hut when 
he went to the tree again they were 
gone. After considerable hunting his 
dogs found them secreted in a tree 
some three hundred yards from the 
hollow tree, lie brought them home, 
and they are growing finely under do- 
mestic care. These young dogs are 
black, the hair being liner and more re- 
sembling fur than that of the tame dog. 
and their feet are like the feet of a eat: 
their toe-nails turn under and tire longer 
and sharper than those of the domes- 
ticated dog. 

Since the capture of these puppies 
some of the old mountaineers who lived 
here in ante-bellum days have been tell- 
ing what they know concerning these 
wild dogs, and from the best authenti- 
cated accounts Everman can gather 
they now number as many as twenty 
and probably more, and tire frequently 
seen, hut seldom more than three or 
four together. There is a tradition that 
there were wild dogs in this vicinity 
when the earnest white settlers came 
here, but whether they were left by the 
original occupants of the country or 
were as distinct a wild species as those 
found in South America, Australia and 
the countries of the far east no one pre 
tends to explain. 

The country in which these dogs an 
found is one of the most Lnoceessibh 
regions in the state. It abounds in 
high mountains, deep gulches and dense 
thicket :nd is seldom visited, and t hose 
who do visit it are hunters and farmers 
who have stock to stray into it. The 
dogs have seldom been seen out of this 
particular locality in the daytime, but 

it is known that in late years they e 

into the settlements at night and com- 
mit great depredations by killing the 
sheep, hogs and other small animals be- 
longing to the farmers. Several have 
been killed from time to time by hunt- 
ers. Only on one occasion have they 
been known to attach man. Many have 
mistaken them for wolves, but the ex- 
perienced woodsmen have always eon- 
tended that they were not wolves. 
They are invariably black, and a black 
wolf is a rarity in this part of the coun- 
try. Then they ure not so large as the 
timber wolves, and do not verm so 
active in their movements. They have 
never been known to howl or make 
much demonstration by barking. It is 
said that when disci ivered in some dense 
thicket t hey usually utter a kind of ter- 
rified bark and make off at great speed. 
They shew no inclination to affiliate 
with the domestic dogs, and will fight 
them with great courage. They are of 
medium size, having rather small heads, 
with small pointed ears, slender limbs 
and long, bushy tails. In some respects 
they look as though tln-y might he al- 
lied to the Esquimau dog, except that 
their ha ir is not so long and t he nose 
not so small and fox-like. Then there 
is another peculiar feature about these 
dogs. They carry their tuils in a hori- 
zontal position like the fox, while the 
Esquimau dog curries his caudal ap- 
pendage in a short curve.

mill Religions in ftusslu. 
Russia has of late harbored more ec- 
centric and mysterious religious sects 
than any other country under the .sun. 
One of these has for some months past 
created great perturbation in the prov- 
ince of Ve/.in.

The inhabitants of 
all the villages in the province above

They have much to be thank- 
ful for ; and Thanksgiving Day will be ob- 
rved with all honor. 

Although it may not be generally luio,<vn, 
Thanksgiving Day is purely an A'-,, er : ciU , 
holiday, and in the United Stat' j3 jt now 
ranks second only in imports , l00 to Christ- 
mas, and in some places "Fouvth of July."

To day may be said to be the 270th an- 
niversary of Thanksgiving Day, for it was 
in 1(!21, after the Xew England colonists 
bad reaped their first harvest, that Gover- 
nor. Btadford made provision for the re- 
joicing together of the pioneer Americans, 
"with praise and prayer." "Again in the 
following year," ays the Hook of Days, "a 
duy of fasting and prayer in the midst of 
drought was changed into one of thanksgiv- 
ing by the coming of ram." 

Gradually the custom prevailed of up- 
pointing Thanksgiving annually after har- 
vest. These appointments were by pro- 
clamation «.f the governors of several of the 
Xew England States. During the revolu- 
tion, a duy of National Thanksgiving an- 
nually was recommended by Congress, and 
Washington himself advised the setting 
apart of such a day ufter the adoption ot 
Cue constitution, and his example was oc- 
casionally imitated by succeeding presi- 
dents. 

During the cruel war between North and 
South, President Lincoln frequently recom- 
mended the observance of such a d,;}' of 
Thanksgiving after victories, mill made » 
proclamation conveying his views to liin 
countrymen in l!S0"l, Since th&l time such 
u piooliimutioii lias been issued every year, 
and the lust '1 hursday in November has 
been, generally, fixed upon by our Ameri- 
can cousins us Thanksgiving Day. The ob- 
servance of the day crossed the line in- 
to Canada many years ugo, and Canadians, 
in recent years, have more faithfully 
carried out the original ideas associated 
with the duy, than have the people to whom 
the festival rightly belongs. 

Services will be held in almost ull the 
churches of Victoria, '.his morning, and 
speciul music has been prepared by the 
choirs of more than one. In tho 
Reformed Episcopal Church the collections 
will be taken for the benefit ol the 
Jubilee hospital.
